Dear Sir: 

On May 25, 2006, a Notice of Abandonment issued due to Applicant's alleged failure to 
timely pay the required issue fee and publication fee. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
Notice of Abandonment is requested on the grounds of unavoidable delay due to Patent and 
Trademark Office error. 

In particular, on January 13, 2005, an Office Action was issued. On March 29, 2005, a 
Notice of Allowance issued notwithstanding that Applicant had not filed any response to the 
outstanding Office Action. The Notice of Allowance did not include a Notice of Allowability 
and, for that reason, Applicant was unable to determine the basis for the Notice of Allowance. 
After a discussion with the Examiner on or about April 5, 2005, it was determined that the 
Notice of Allowance had incorrectly issued in view of receipt of an amendment filed by another 
law firm directed to Serial No. 10/794,836 which apparently was incorrectly entered into present 
application Serial No. 10/749,836. 

On May 16, 2005, Applicant filed a response with amendment to the January 13, 2005 
Office Action.

Notwithstanding that the amendment presented amendments to Claims 1, 2 and 3 which 
were clearly not directed to merely matters of form, on September 8, 2005, the Office issued a 
response to a Rule 312 Communication indicating that Applicant's amendment filed May 16, 
2005 had been entered as directed to matters of form not affecting the scope of the invention. 

On October 19, 2005, Applicant received a Supplemental Notice of Allowability. On 
November 14, 2005, Applicant filed a response to the Supplemental Notice of Allowability 
stating that since Applicant had not yet received a Notice of Allowance, it was unable to proceed 
with payment of the issue fee. 

Under the circumstances, Applicant submits that from the record, it is clear that the 
Notice of Allowance mailed March 29, 2005 was clearly in error. Further, Applicant was unable 



to pay the issue fee by the due date of June 29, 2005 due to the erroneously issued Notice of 
Allowance. Further, since a properly issued Notice of Allowance was never mailed, Applicant 
reamins unable to pay the issue fee. 

Applicant notes thatthe Amendment filed January 31, 2005 by the other law firm is no 
longer in the file history of the present application and presumably has been transferred to the 
correct application Serial No. 10/794,836. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment 
is requested and issuance of a correct Notice of Allowance and Notice of Allowability is 
requested. 

Additionally, Applicant 
requests refund of any fees so charged since this Petition was necessitated solely due to Patent 
and Trademark Office error.
